Considerable Business Transacted 
County Officials Make Their 
Monthly Reports

Monday, May 18th, Is Date Set for Final 
Action by Board of Supervisors 


At a meeting of the Board Monday 
a communication was received from 
the O'Brien Construction Company, 
now building the courthouse, in which 
the request is made that the time 
allowed for the erection of the building 
be extended on account of the contrac¬ 
tors being retarded by some reason of 
stoppage of the stone work. 

The contractor and architect request¬ 
er! the Board to let a contract at once, 
but Chairman Coleman said that he 
was not posted on that kind of work 
and would not vote for it. The matter 
was laid over until the next meeting of 
the Board which was set for May 11th. 

Supervisor Coleman was authorized 
to have sewer repairs and a cesspool 
constructed at the Poor Farm. 

The consideration of a dispute be¬ 
tween cemetery associations was dis¬ 
missed, as the Board has no juris¬ 
diction. 

Maps of Moss Beach Heights, Moss 
Beach, and two additions, and Fair 
Oaks were received and accompanying 
resolutions adopted. 

The reports of the county officials 
were received as follows: 

The Health Officer reported as fol¬ 
lows: To the Honorable Board of 
Supervisors—Gentlemen: I herein sub¬ 
mit my report for the month ending 
May 1st. The health of the county is 
fair, except a few cases of scarlet fever 
in tiie North End. Inspectors, num¬ 
bering four have been covering the 
ground rapidly and good results are 
already noticeable where they have 
inspected. Have issued 485 burial 
permits for which 1 have received 
$4S5, and 5 disinterment permits, for 
which I had collected $50, making a 
total of $5.->5, which has been deposited 
with tire County Treasurer. 

Clerk Nash reported having collect¬ 
ed as fees, $154.45; Law library fund 
tax, $22.45; total $178.45. 

Assessor Hay ward made collections 
as follows: State and county taxes, $1,- 
277; personal property taxes, $1,681.55;

Treasurer Chamberlain reported hav¬ 
ing on hand April 1st, $270,033.72; 
receipts, $22,929.89; total, $292,763.61. 
Disbursements, $31,500.06; balance on 
hand, $261,263.55. 

Recorder Johnston collected $765.50 
as fees. 

The following report was received 
from the county entomologist: To the 
Honorable Board of Supervisors—Gen¬ 
tlemen: Mosquito control work has 
progressed very satisfactorily during 
the past month. In all nearly 2000 
gallons of oil were used and the situa¬ 
tion is well under control. 1 received 
the honorary appointment of Field 
Assistant in mosquito studies for the 
University of California during the 
past month. This will give me the use 
of the university equipment as well as 
other advantages for the county. 

The following applications for liquor 
licenses were presented: Retail, James 
Corcoran, Rockaway Beach; Caleb 
Coakley, Colina; Corbett & Buerk, Han 
Bruno; J. B. Demartini, Colma; N. 
Baggenstos,Houth Han Francisco; Wal¬ 
ter Jeppeson, South Han Francisco.

Grande. 

Heveral wholesale and retail liquor 
licenses were allowed by the Board. 

After allowing the claims the Board 
adjourned to May 11th. 


The Land Parade on Thursday One of 
the Greatest Demonstrations Ever 
Held in San Francisco—Many Re¬ 
ceptions to Officers and Men. 

The arrival of Admiral Evans and 
! his fleet last Wednesday marked one 
of the greatest naval events that has 
occurred in the world’s history. The 
ships started to enter Han Francisco 
Bay through the Golden Gate about 
noon and before 2 o’clock all the ships, j 
under the command of Rear Admiral j 
| Evans, as well as the Pacific tleet, were 
| at anchor a short distance opi>osite the j 
city below Folsom street. 

The naval parade was witnessed by 
nearly a million people who were on 
the many hills surrounding the bay in | 
Han Francisco, Alameda and Marin 
Counties. 

At night there was an elaborate re- 
1 ception and dance at the Fairmont i 
Hotel in honor of Rear Admiral Evans 
j and subordinate officers. 

The war vessels in the bay were i 
beautifully illuminated, and were 
i viewed by many thousand people. 

The land parade on Thursday, which 
was participated in by about 15,000 
soldiers and sailors, was a grand ; 
demonstration, and was also witnessed 
j by nearly a million people. 

The steamers and railroads were 
taxed to their utmost in bringing the i 
many thousands to San Francisco from 
the interior to witness the two great 
j events. 

The peninsula below Han Francisco 
was nearly depopulated during Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday. 

The reception to the officers and men j 
will continue throughout the remain-1 
der of the stay in Han Francisco.

A criminal in Australia knows that 
his chances for escape are nearly hope¬ 
less if a “tracker” is put upon his trail 
within a day after the crime Is discov¬ 
ered. A “tracker” is a native black 
man having a natural instinct for run¬ 
ning down criminals fleeing from jus¬ 
tice. These men are veritable blood¬ 
hounds, and their strange power is pos¬ 
sessed by no other race in the world. 

So implicit is the confidence felt in 
them by the police that when a black 
starts out upon n man hunt the officer 
who goes with him merely follows in 
his wake. He does not question him or 
in any way interfere with him, but, 
leading his own horse, allows the guide 
to go in whatever direction he pleases, 
no matter how apparently reasonless 
his course may seem. 

The most successful trackers are in 
Queensland, near the edge of New 
South Wales. They will travel any 
distance, animated by no feeling of ha¬ 
tred for their quarry, but only desirous 
of proving their expertness. The re¬ 
ward they ask is absurdly small for 
the long and difficult trails. A few’ 
shillings or some cheap bracelets, 
rings, and so on, quite satisfy them. 
They have no idea of the value of 
money. Rum is their great weakness. 

Once a tracker was employed to lo¬ 
cate some valuable trees for a timber 
man. He had to travel some forty 
miles through a forest so dense that it 
w r as necessary to cut his way through 
with his tomahawk. All he asked for 
was a bottle of rum, while the timber 
merchant derived over £2,000 from the 
sale of the trees. 

The following description of a man 
hunt will convey a dear idea of the 
dangers atul hardships to be endured: 

In this particular case the tracker 
was a splendid specimen of manhood. 
The usual loin garments of kangaroo 
skin he had exchanged for a light cov¬ 
ering of cotton cloth provided by the 
police. He led a horse, so as to make 
time in the open country districts 
where the runaway’s footsteps could 
be seen from a horse. The hunt was 
very earnest, because the fugitive had 
stolen some cattle. In Australia the 
crime of cattle stealing is most se¬ 
verely dealt with and considered a seri¬ 
ous offense. 

The offender was a well seasoned 
bushmau, cunning and acquainted with 
the tactics of the trackers. Further¬ 
more, he had tw’o days’ start of his 
pursuers. 

To accompany a chase like this is 
awesome, the utter silence and desola¬ 
tion of the woods is so depressing. 
Then, too, the trails are deceptive, of¬ 
ten leading to a deserted wood camp 
beneath a foliage so dense that it is 
impossible even to catch a glimpse of 
the sky. Darkness closes In very 
quickly in the mountain regions, and 

y nightfall the tracker and his em¬ 
ployer w r ere glad to reach an “accom¬ 
modation house,” or rancher’s home, 
where such as these were usually wel¬ 
comed and allowed to put up for the 
nig'. At this house the officer tried 
to hear tidings of his man, but no one 
had seen him. 

All the next day the black fellow led 
along as swiftly as possible. The way 
w r as extremely rough, and mile after 
mile was covered through w’ild silences 
until a stranger would surely think the 
guide was playing a losing game. At 
no time could they ride, and it was 
with great difficulty that they reached 
a sort of clearing, where the horses 
were tied and camp struck for the 
night. Tearing huge strips of bark 
from the trees and wrapping blankets 
around them, each lay on the concave 
surface of one for a bed aud rested. 

At noon the next day a bushman’s 
cabin was reached, and there the tired 
horses were tethered. The hunters 
then proceeded on foot. Another night 
in the forest, and the fourth day found 
these intrepid hunters making their 
way through underbrush peculiar to 
Australia, called “lawyers and barris¬ 
ters,” because Its thorns and bram¬ 
bles catch one at every turn. Once the 
guide hesitated, turned back and struck 
off In another direction down an em¬ 
bankment, the rest tumbling after him. 

A wild chase that must have been! 
Two white men following the appar¬ 
ently mad actions of a black fellow 
into places so remote that It would 
have been impossible to find the way 
out of them alone, but such Is the con- 
ffdence In that country in the faithful¬ 
ness and ability of a tracker. He 
now crawled for the greater part on his 
hands and knees, minutely examining 
twigs and branches for signs of a fresh¬ 
ly broken passageway for the fugitive. 


He was about ten feet ahead of the 
others when he gave a subdued ex¬ 
clamation of delight. 

“I catch white feller quick!” he said 
and pointed to a scrap of cloth clinging 
to a broken twig. Four hours more 
aud a river was reached. There In the 
damp earth of the bank two footprints 
were plainly seen. 

The tracker leaped into the river 
and struck out for the opposite side. 
Emerging upon the other bank, he ran, 
dripping, for twenty feet or so, follow¬ 
ing footprints that had again stopped 
at the water’s edge. 

Then the trailer paused. He was 
plainly puzzled. What had become of 
the cattle thief? Had he recrossed the 
river or swam down as far as he could 
and landed on either bank, then struck 
into the woods again? After sharply 
examining the ground the troubled 
guide swam back aud landed a few 
yards below his party. By his actions 
they saw that he had found the tracks 
again. The criminal had indeed crossed 
the river, but where had he gone after 
that? 

Trust a tracker to solve riddles of 
that sort! Suddenly he began uncover¬ 
ing the leaves and twigs between him 
and the other two men until he reach¬ 
ed them. They were sitting beneath a 
huge eucalyptus tree. 

“White feller no fool black feller!” 
he said, smiling, wet and breathless. 
Then It was seen that the fugitive had 
carefully covered up his tracks by 
walking backward. Strange to relate, 
these tracks terminated under the very 
tree where the party were seated. But 
apparently the man hunt was finished. 
The game had vanished into space! 

The tracker dashed into a thicket 
and hastily secured a strong, pliable 
vine, used by the natives to scale tree 
trunks too smooth to climb. This he 
threw about the tree and began to 
ascend it. The others looked on in as¬ 
tonishment. Up went the black until 
thirty feet in the air; then those below 
noticed that the main trunk of the tree 
had been broken off years before, form¬ 
ing a crotch for the new branches that 
had sprung up on either side. 

A most astonishing thing happened. 
Reaching down into the hollow of the 
half dead tree trunk, the tracker seized 
something, at the same time shouting 
to the officer beneath: “Boss, boss, I 
catch white feller! He play possum!” 

Out of the opening appeared a man’s 
head, aud a more wretched object 
could never have been seen. He was 
tousled, dirty, gaunt, half starved. 

Iu due course he paid the penalty of 
his crime. He said that, knowing a 
tracker would be put upon his trail, he 
had hoped to give him the impression 
that he had been drowned while swim¬ 
ming the river. 

Trackers have a horror of traveling 
after dark, being constantly in fear of 
meeting the bunyip, a fearful monster 
with glaring eyes, which they believe 
to be the spirit of an old aboriginal 
king who roams around the swampy 
land at night to catch black men. 
You can frighten trackers half out of 
their wits by telling them you will Bend 
the bunyip after them. They also be¬ 
lieve that a giant lives on mountain 
tops, waiting to kill them with a club; 
hence they never sleep on top of a 
mountain or near a swamp, always 
pitching their brush tents, or raimis, 
near a dry and level spot. Their only 
religious belief is that a big god who 
has been asleep for ages will one day 
awaken and eat up the whole world.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.

Reports from Washington that no 
action will be taken this year by the 
Referee Board on Food, in the matter of 
fruit sulphuring, gives assurance to 
California fruit men that the crop of 
this year and next can be cured and 
marketed under present regulations. 
This assurance is received by the Com¬ 
mittee in the following telegram sent 
to the Committee by Chairman Ira 
Remsen, of the Referee Board: “Inves¬ 
tigation California fruit drying post¬ 
poned until Summer, 1909.” 

Colonist travel to California during 
the two months just past has been 
steady, and thousands of new people I 
have made their homes in the State.

UNFINISHED BOOKS. 

Authors Who Died Leaving Stories 
Partly Written. 

Many writers, including the famous 
Ouida, have died leaving behind 
them unfinished books. One of the 
best known is, of course, Dickens’ 
“The Mystery of Edwin Drood,” a re¬ 
markably clever story, and one show¬ 
ing no signs of diminishing vitality, 
although he was actually at work 
upon it up to within a few hours of 
his death. 

Dickens’ great rival, Thackeray, 
again, left behind him not one only, 
but two unfinished stories. One of 
these, “Denis Duval,” promised to 
rank with his best work. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, however, he had completed only 
seven chapters when he was stricken 
down. 

Scott, too, left a tale uueuded—“The 
Siege of Malta”—written while he was 
on his last futile journey in search of 
1 health. This work has never been 
j published, although more than two- 
! thirds of it was completed at the time 
of his death. 

Then there was “St. Ives,” left un¬ 
finished by It. L. Stevenson, as was 
“Zeph,” by Helen Jackson, and 
“Blind Love,” by Wilkie Collins. Buc¬ 
kle never completed his “History of 
Civilization,” although he toiled at it 
for twenty years. 

Among famous poems that were 
; never completed mention may be made 
| of Byron’s “Don Juan,” Keats’ “Hy- 
! perion,” Coleridge’s “Christabel” and 
| Gray’s “Agrippina.” Spenser’s “Faerie 
; Queene,” too, is no more than a frag- 
; ment, although a colossal one. 

Lastly, there ought to be included 
j Ben Jonson’s beautiful unfinished pas- 
j toral, “The Sad Shepherd,” found by 
his literary executors among his pa¬ 
pers after his death and published in 
Its incompleteness.—Pearson’s Weekly.
